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FEELING THE NATION’S PULSE, 


ANE of the first things a doctor does when he wants to know the state 
0 of his patient's health is to feel his patient’s pulse. Are we, or are 
we not, on the brink of war? To be able to answer the question, all 
that is needed is to feel the nation’s pulse. Fortunately or unfortunately, 
the operation is a simple one. The speeches of platform orators, the 
resolutions of public meetings, the leaders of newspaper editors, the letters 
ofnewspaper correspondents, the utterances of politicians and statesmen not 
connected with official life, the declarations and acts of the Government, 
sd, not least, the conversations between man and man—all these make it 
asy to feel the people’s pulse. In what direction, then, are matters 
tending? Are Ministers like Sir Stafford Northcote and Mr. Cross really 
ineamnest when they declare that the main object of the Cabinet is to get 
this Eastern Question satisfactorily and honourably settled without war ? 
We believe they are. But, then, what of the Prime Minister? The Earl 
of Beaconsfield is by far the strongest man in the Ministry. He was 
dong enough to turn out Lord Carnarvon and Lord Derby without 
duking and shattering his Cabinet to pieces. The ex-Colonial Secretary 
wi the ex-Foreign Secretary saw that the Prime Minister’s policy 
iistinctly—though insidiously—made for war. Step by step—each 
aeceeding step more stealthy than its predecessor—he led them closer 
wi closer to the precipice, and, therefore, they resigned. The Chancellor 
d the Exchequer is not nearly so-astute as Lords Carnarvon and 
Deby. He still believes—honestly believes—that his chief’s principal 
issireis topreserve peace. We consequently hear him preaching and prating 
shout peace even now, when military displays are taking place in England 
iuost every day and when Sepoy soldiers are being poured into Europe 
inthonsands, So unable is he to see through Beaconsfield—so little,

We have admitted that Sir Stafford Northcote wishes and works for 
peace. Just on that account, however, he incurs the hot displeasure of 
the Jingoes who wish to work for war. One has only to look at the War 
Newspapers in order to see that the Tories long for hostilities. Already, 
they are comparing the military strength of England with the military 
strength of Russia. One writer, after stating that the Czar cannot place 
more than 360,000 in the field, proceeds as follows :—* What forces could 
England oppose to these? First, the populations upon which she could 
draw for men and horses is more than double that of Russia, and her 
resources in money are so much greater that they will not bear any 
comparison. There is now no question that with proper management we 
might count not only uponthe Turks, but upon the Greeks and Roumanianhs, 
as our allies against Russia, Of the Turkish regular troops there are still 
170,000 in the field, and they are as fine soldiers as the world has ever 
seen. The country can also supply a vast number of irregular troops capable 
of being rapidly disciplined and trained. The Greeks could give us a gallant 
little army of 30,000 men, and the “‘ War of Independence” has told us 
how Greeks can fight. The Roumanians could also supply at least 30,000 
regular troops, besides a large militia; and they have proved themselves 
right good soldiers with able leaders. Of British troops we could at once 
call upon 80,000 from England and 4he Mediterranean garrisons, 10,000 
Canadians, and 60,000 admirable native troops from India, whose places 
there would immediately be filled up by the numerous recruits which are 
already forthcoming. The regular forees which Great Britain and her 
allies could at once put in the field would therefore be as follows :— 
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These forces are admirably equipped and would be led by able officers: 
while behind them would be a force of irregular troops practically unlimited, 
a population to draw upon more than double that of Russia, and a pro- 
ducing power still more disproportionate. To this we may add our 
complete naval supremacy and the power of sealing up every Russian 
port.”’ 

The bare, simple truth is that the Tories—we mean the worst section 
of them—are bent on war. They hope to weary and worry Russia past 
all endurance. Their professions of peace are only meant to delude and 
deceive the unwary. As we have said, over and over again, everything 
now depends on the Liberals. If they falter the least bit, if they show 
the slightest wavering, if they should, unfortunately, be divided, if they 
should hesitate to speak out promptly and strongly—then Beaconsfield 
will be in the ascendant, and the trump of war will be sounded thronghout 
the whole of Europe.

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HINTS ON MAKING POETRY. 
[ BY OUR OWN PORT. 


HAVE got hold of an excellent text in the shape of a new poem by 
‘J Hi. W. Longfellow. This is one of the most prolific poets in existence, 
and he hits the popular taste very well. He has mastered the grand 
secret of being unintelligible in a multitude of verses. I shall only quote 
a conple of them :— 
THE POTTER'S SONG. 
Turn, turn, my wheel! All things must change 
To something new, to something strange ; 
Nothing that is can panse or stay ; 
The moon will wax, the moon will wane, 
The mist and clond will turn to rain, 
The rain to mist and cloud again, 
To-morrow be to-day. 
Now, it will be said that the meaning of these lines is plain enough, but 
that is not what I intend to convey. The poet's words may be plain— 
it is the poet himself who must be incomprehensible. He must stand as 
a mysterious abstraction behind his work. Take, for instance, the above 
lines. The potter is addressing his wheel, and calling on it to turn. 
Anybody can understand that, and the poetry lies in the fact that it is a 
pretty conceit. The wheel is supposed to be alive, and to understand 
what the potter says to it. Suppositions are the essence of poetry. “ All 
things must change to something new,” and as change rhymes with 
strange, “to something strange” also. This is an assertion on the part 
of the poet which is open to dispute, as is also that in the next line, but 
we will not stop now to dispute such matters. The third, fourth, and 
fifth lines contain statements about which there can be no mistake at all. 
It may be admitted, apart from poetry, that rain usually falls from the clouds, 
that clouds are mist, and that mist is a watery vapour. The last line is 
ingenious. The first intention evidently was to point out the remarkable fact 
that one day succeeds another—Tuesday coming after Monday, and so on; 
but unfortunately the sentence, ‘ To-day will be to-morrow,” was unsuitable, 
So by the use oi poetic license wo get the line as it stands, “‘ To-morrow be to- 
day.’’ There is more poetry in this line than in all the rest of the stanza. It 
leads us far away into the vague realms of speculation, for, if to-morrow 
will be to-day, what will the day after to-morrow be? Will it be the day 
before yesterday? These thoughts lead us right into the middle of noxt 
week, Supposing to-morrow to be Monday (say), it will be to-day; but 
supposing to-day to be Tuesday, then Wednesday will be——but I will not 
pursue this deep line of poetic thought any further. Taking the whole 
quotation, however, it reads smoothly and prettily, which is all that is 
necessary in poetry. The next verse is equally good— 
Turn, turn, my wheel! All life is brief; 
What now is bud will soon be leaf, 
What now is leaf will soon decay ; 
The wind blows east, the wind blows west ; 
The blue eggs in the robin’s nest 
Will soon have wings and beak and breast, 
And flutter and fly away. 
You will see that there are here also a number of statements which are 
quite immaterial to the turning of a potter’s wheel, or of any other wheel, 
but which taken together make passable poetry. Nobody, moreover, will 
be found to deny the evident truth of any one of the statements. Life is 
short, buds open, leaves rot, eggs hatch, the wind sometimes blows in two 
opposite directions at once, and the poet makes an easy living out of these 
circumstances. Before concluding these remarks I will try my own hand, 
though I am out of practice. 
Turn, turn, my wheel! Pain turns to sport, 
And what is long will soon be short, 
What now is sad will change to gay ; 
The wind blows north, the wind blows south, 
The black pipe in the poet's mouth, 
If smoked too oft, pruduces drouth, 
Which no one will gainsay. 
I can see on reference to the above that my right hand has not forgot its 
cunning. I must try one more. 
Turn, turn, my wheel! All words are wind, 
And kind is cross, and cross is kind, 
And rhyme is bosh, though bosh wont rhyme; 
The words they come, the words they go, 
No turns to yes, and yes to no. 
The bard could spin his verses so 
Unto the end of time. 
I think that this lesson tends admirably to point out how easily a man 


may with diligence write poetry. To get money for it is a different thing. | 


Mr. Longfellow does, but I have not got his recipe.

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SOLDIERS IN LANCASHIRE. 


et ¥ the terrible, disastrous, and alarming riots at Blackburn, this week, 
“F) attention has been directed anew to the weighty words which were. 
~ uttered by Mr. Hugh Mason at the great Free Trade Hall meeting 
on the 80th of April. What Mr. Mason said about the possibility of our 
soldiers being needed in Lancashire, instead of in Turkey, was this: “ Ie 
was there (he said) as a hard-working man, having accumulated a certain 
mount of savings by industrious labour, and having invested every 
shilling of those savings in industrial undertakings of one kind or another, 
snd having a home and a wife and children, and he asked what was to 
pecome of them, and what was to become of the country, if this great 
country was to be plunged into a wicked war. It was only the other day 
in his recollection that they went through the cotton famine, and he looked 
hack on that period with admiration and regard for the people. They 
silently, willingly, and patiently suffered the consequences of that 
terible time, and he asked himself this question at the present 
moment, was it in human nature that the same willing, submissive, 
lent acquiescence on the part of the people should be seen when 
there was any great cessation of labour? Talk of sending soldiers to 
Russia! He thought that the soldiers would be wanted in Lancashire. 
He looked with dread and horror upon the prospects which was before 
every one of those engaged in manufacturing industry in Lancashire. 
These two counties had seven millions of people, and were they to be 
ridden roughshod over by a designing, intriguing, and wicked Prime 
Minister? The trades of the two counties, and the kindred trades which 
depended upon them, were at this moment in a state of terrible collapse, 
and we had not yet seen the worst, and yet this was the time that the 
Government, denuded as it was of its two best and honestest men, sought 
the opportunity of inflicting upon us heavier taxes than we had ever yet 
borne, and sending to destruction scores of thousands of the flower and 
the manhood of the people.” Some wise persons thought and saif at the 


.time that Mr. Mason was not justified in thinking and saying that our 


sldiers might soon be needed in Lancashire. Those persons are of a 
diferent mind to-day. The fact is that the authorities in the strike 
iistricts scarcely know whether they stand on their heads or their heels. 
The police are helpless, the military are being summoned from all 
quarters, and not a soul of us knows what additional dreadful deeds may 
bedone at any moment. In a short time, unless things suddenly take a 
tun for the better, many of the main towns of Lancashire may be in the 
hands of the soldiers. Sir Stafford Northcote says that, according to the 
Constitution, the Indian Sepoys cannot be brought quite the length of 
England. But we have seen enough during the last few weeks to con- 
vince us that under a Conservative Government the Constitution counts 
for little. 


MANCHESTER ART TREASURES. 


AY 
qm exhibition which opens this week in the enlarged galleries of the 
Royal Institution surpasses anything which has ever been scen in 
Manchester since 1857, and as a witness of art certainly leaves the 
Royal Academy annual exhibition a long way behind. It has been created 
by the gentlemen who are engaged in the newscheme of the School of Art, 
vith a view to quicken public interest in art, and bring in funds with which 
towork. It would be premature to say that in this purpose they have 
Commanded success; but there can be no doubt that they have deserved 
it. The collection of paintings is of unusual richness and of wide variety, 
and it is worthy of note that it has been gathered almost entirely from 
the galleries of our merchant princes. Messrs. E. Compton Potter, J. K. 
Cross, M.P., T. Wrigley, T. Agnew, Robert Leake, Abraham Howarth, 
Jessie Howarth, W. A. Turner, W. J. Muckley, B. Armitage, T. Galloway, 
7, Ashton, to mention only a few names, are the chief contributors 
bo the brave show which ornaments these walls. The exhibition is almost 
"holly British, and on that account is not the less valuable, or the less 
likely to be instructive. There are, however, a few old masters, one at least 
of which deserves the proud place it occupies. That is a “‘ Dead Christ,” 
ftom the collection of Lord Overstone, and unmistakably a fine example 
of Andrea del Sarto—i.e., Andrew of the Tailor—one of the most distin- 
Mished painters of the sixteenth century. It is a specimen, too, of a 
dass of subject in which the master is not so often seen. Any number of 
lis “ Holy Families ” are scattered over Europe, but a similar composition 


lo this is rarely found with his name attached. There is a duplicate in the | 


Dresden Museum, but nothing like it in the Louvre or the National 





Gallery. The great triptych of Bernardino Luini (a.p, 1460-15380) is a well- 
preserved representation of the Last Supper, and it will serve at least 
to illustrate the character of the Lombard School. There is a somewhat 
spick and span Guido Reni, and two or three little panels attributed to Fra 
Angelico, Albrecht, Durer, and Van Orlay, but they are unimportant. 
The features—and really brilliant features—of the exhibition are not in 
these relics of medieval times, but in the great works of our own masters— 
Constable, Turner, David Cox, W. Muller, G. F. Watts, F. Leighton, 
Burne Jones, Dante Gabriel Rosetti, Landseer, Hooke, Beavis, P. 
Graham—old men you see and new--the fathers of art and their grand- 
children; every phase, too, Pre-Raphaelitism and Naturalism, and all 
the various intermediate isms being represented in this most catholic 
of collections. The ‘ Salisbury Cathedral” of that mighty work- 
man, John Constable, is a noble work. It deserves the place of 
honour, and we should quarrel with the hangers because they did 
not so place it, if it were not that they may have thought it 
would catch as good a light where it is. Mr. Thomas Ashton 
is the owner of the work, and is to be congratulated and envied. 
The Turner's are very numerous and very fine. His earlier 
sketches are especially interesting and lnilliant examples, and in a later 
style there are some valuable works, notably the drawing ‘‘ Campo Santo,’’ 
and the powerfully-painted ‘‘ Calais Sands.’’ The Cox’s are literally too 
numerous to mention. The finest, perhaps, of all are those sent in by 
Mr. E. C. Potter—the grand “ Skirts of the Forest,’’ which won so much 
admiration when exhibited at the Liverpool Art Club; and “ Coming 
Storm.” The churchyard, with its spreading yew, which Cox has 
surely painted a thousand times, is repeated in several other drawings. 
Mr. Leake sends, among others, two very fine Cox’s in the third room ; 
and from his collection, too, comes a De Wint of exceptional breadth and 
vigour. To the same gentleman we owe the companion pictures, 
“Salome” and “The Odalisque,”’ by Mr. Frederick Leighton—two 
works of the highest artistic quality in composition and colour, but differing 
considerably one from the other in their respective merits, ‘ Salome "’ 
being an exquisitely-posed and animated piece of flesh and blood, while 
‘* The Odalisque ”’ is in a far more academic style, less life-like, and rather 
too palpably made to descend from her high supremacy as a human figure, 
to take part with a gorgeous Eastern scarf, a glorious screen of peacock’s 
feathers, and a snowy swan, in a chromatic plot which is to fascinate the 
eye, enslave the senses, and take even criticism captive. The show of 
Watts’ is wonderful. From their collection at Old Trafford and Stake- 
hill, Mr. Rickards and Mr. 8. Barlow have sent some noble works, and Mr, 
Galloway supplements them with an old friend in a new face, or something 
like it. The finest and the best worth studying is the ‘‘ Angel of Death,” 
belonging to Mr. Barlow, which is a sublime poem in colour upon our 
common mortality—a theme which runs also through the allegorical com- 
position of Time, Death, and Judgment, and the highly imaginative 
work in which we see the Destroying Spirit forcing its way past Love, who 
vainly tries to protect the portal. All Mr. Watts’ work is pervaded by a 
serions sentiment, and it may be recognised no lessin ‘‘ May” and the 
fine Spencerian illustration ‘‘ Una” than in the graver works, which are 
more impressive than sermons. ‘ Proserpine” hangs in goodly company 
at this corner, and shows Mr. Dante Rosetti in his most exalted poetic 
mood. The thing worth remembering about this picture is, that it is of 
entirely subjective origin ; that is to say, Mr. Rosetti conceives a thought, 
expresses it in an Italian sonnet, and then is fired by an image, a 
suggestion, a flashing fancy, to paint on canvas the feeling he tried to 
express in verse. Unhappy Proserpine tastes of the pomegranate, and is 
doomed to remain the Bride of Hell, and in her sad wistful far-away look 
in the wonderful eyes we can read the sentiment of the sonnet - 








‘*Lungi e la luce che in sii questo maro,”’ 


which is so exquisitely rendered in English at the foot of the picture. 
There are half-a-dozen other Rosetti’s, most of them from Mr. W. A. 
Turner's collection, and all will reward any amount of trouble taken in 
looking for them. Look, too, for tha extraordinary works of Mr. Burne 
Jones, which seem to be painted in a different world to that we live in—a 
world in which all the light comes from flames of sulphur, and no one is 
made according to anatomical principles, and the men languish and the 
women Love—with a capital L—and the only God which is worshipped by 
ghastly men and tawny-haired passionate women is Colour. Look, too, 
| for Mr. Holman Hunt’s remarkable sketches, which are dazzling in their 
refulgence, and singularly quaint in their composition, though they are 
| probably true enough to nature and the hues of nature as both present 
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themselves to the artist's eye; and look as well for his intensely power- 


ful Claudio and Isabella ;” and while colour-huuting, make a point of seeing | 
two still greater examples of force in two drawings of Mr. Simeon 
Solomon. 

Mr. Millais’s dashing work in “ Stella’ and * Vanessa" comes out very 
effectively in the place where the pictures are hung, and they have worthy 
neighbours in a pair of excellent Landseers—the light on the snow in the 
picture of the dying hind being treated with a skill which Landseer shows 
no signs of elsewhere that we can remember. Hook's familiar ‘‘ Wise 
Saws,” Peter Graham's ‘ Highland River in Spate,” and B. W. Leader's 
transcript of a similar subject, the little genre pictures of Edouard Frire 
along the bottom row in the first room, the highly-finished subjects of 
Vinea near by, a splendid bit of Beavis in the corner of tlhe second room— 
a pair of horses drawing a boat on a French canal ; the examples of G. D. 
Leslie, P. H. Calderon, and the two Linnells, are all the works we had

HEADS AND TAILS. 


¢ * HERE are two sides to a ladder. And yet a great number of folk 
\ don't seem to see it. Theres is one particular person who is determined 

not to see it. He is the man who dabbles in amateur reporting for 
the Manchester Courier, and one of his latest productions is a long paragraph 
headed ‘‘ Exposure of a Liberationist Lecturer,” the said lecturer being 
the Rey. C. Williams (Baptist), Accrington. Not long ago we had 
occasion to refer to the peculiar reports which were given in the Courier 
of Mr. Touchstone’s lectures, and we have been pleased to observe that 
since wo did so the reports of that gentleman's lecturing achicyements 
have been considerably toned down, and the narrative rather than the 
critically-descriptive style is obtaining. Another agent of the Church 
Defence Aseociation has, however, recently started on a lecturing tour in 
this district, and the paragraphs which appear in the Courier a couple of 
days or so after his lectures are given are unique in their construction. If 
a kind Providence favours Mr. H. Byron Reed with life and good health 
for about three weeks further, he will have succeeded in blasting all 
the hopes which the Liberstionists have entertained of making head- 
way in this locality, He had something to do with the paragraph— 
or, at any rate with the proceedings to which the paragraph we have 
mentioned refers. One of the speakers at the mecting described—for it 
is obviously an amateur description and not a professional report—was 
the Rev. William Dent Thompson, of St. Saviour's, Preston, and it is 
stated that this gentleman ‘showed most conclusively” that when the 
Rey. Charles Williams ‘‘ quoted St. Saviour’s parish as an evidence of the 
failure of the parochial system, he was guilty of most reprehensible con- 
duct, and that his quotation could not possibly have been made in ignor- 
ance.” The Courier, which never was bothered with much conscience, 
accepts the responsibility of giving the foregoing statement as its own 
bond fide report ; in other words, it is left to be assumed that a reporter 
is not only privileged but competent to state the extent to which one 
lecturer demolishes and eats up another lecturer in the discussion of sub- 
jects which both lecturers have specially studied, and to which the reporter 
(assuming him to be one of the staff) has, in all probability, never given 
an hour's direct attention. These paragraphs, however, are not written 
by representatives of the press, but by men who have a special object in 
view. It is stated in the account in question that Mr. Thompson quoted 
freely from the “ well-known writings of ‘ Atticus,’ the editor of a Preston 
Liberal newspaper,”’ in proof of some of his statements. ‘ Atticus,” whom 
we happen to know personally, is the proprietor aud editor of the Preston 
Chronicle, a neutral or independent, and nota Liberal, newspaper. In

OUR LONDON LETTER. 
[FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ] 
Lofdon, Thursday night. 


REGRET to say that, owing no doubt to the illness of Prince Bis- 

marck, I have received no answer te the communication I addressed to 

him in reply to the note which I lately received from his secretary, P- 
Yon Foolhim, and which important epistle I then published in this column. 
The condition of affairs in the East is calculated to cause very considerable 
wxiety. Not only is there a probability of war, but there is no certainty 
of peace. The imminence of the danger is shown by the plan of the 
Russian campaign, in the event of war being declared, which has been 
communicated to me on the very highest authority, though I am not at 
liberty to reveal the source. According to this plan the Russians, imme- 
iistely on the declaration of war, will detach a body of 5,000 troops to 
make a descent on India, and for that purpose have entered into secret 
negotiations with the Chinese Government, who are to allow the troops a 
tree passage through China. In the meantime, preparations are being 
made to suddenly lower the waters of the Sea of Marmora, by letting them 
off through an underground tunnel, now in course of construction, so that 
the British fleet may be left helplessly aground, and exposed to the guns 
of Gallipoli. After the destruction of the flect a great dam will be built 
across the Bosphorus, to prevent any more British ships entering, and the Sea 
of Marmora will then be let inagain. Another part of the scheme is the 
wholesale poisoning of the sea round the British coast, so as to destroy 
the fish and cut off a large portion of our food supply, this object being 
elected by the sinking of vessels filled with printer’s ink such as that used 
in the Daily Telegraph office, In addition to this, the ferocious Russian 
barbarians are poisoning all the corn being shipped at St. Petersburg for 
England, by steeping it in nitric acid. It isa fortunate thing that this 
diabolical scheme has been revealed to me, as I have been enabled to 
warn the Government in time. They have not taken an outward notice 
of my communication as yet, but this I attribute to the cleverness of the 
Premier, who does not intend the barbarians to know he is in the secret, 
util his preparations for defeating their aims are quite complete. 

Iam authorised on authority, than which none can be more reliable, to 
give an unqualified denial to all the statements made by Mr. Gladstone to 
the deputation at Hawarden last week. I need not specify these state- 
ments. Suffice it to say that they are all lies, everyone of them. It is 
necessary to add here that the account of the numbers of the deputation 
given in the papers was also entirely untrue. So far from there being 
between two and three hundred, I am informed positively that there were 
not more than twenty altogether. If you see this denied do not believe 
the denial. 

The strike in the Lancashire cotton trade continues, although some of 
the throstle spindles have signified this week their desire to return to their 
employment of weaving on the terms of a ten per cent rise in wages. 
There is a general idea here that the strike has originated in the refusal 
of the masters to keep the mills going, in consequence, as they allege, of 
the searcity of looms. This is obviously absurd, but it is surprising how 
little is known of the real truth of the matter here. 

With the commencement of summer, most people are thinking of going 
into the country. My friend the Earl of Mangelwurzel leaves for his 
little house in the country next week, and has pressed me very much to 
sccompany him. Unfortunately, I am unable to do so, for Wales made 
é promise some time ago that I would go first to Sandringham. Pro- 
Vincials can have no idea of the demands which society makes upon one’s 
time; but one must, of course, cheerfully submit to its well-meant 
ttactions, if only for the sake of keeping up the ton of the London world. 

Tam glad to say that the editor of one of the society papers, who has 
made himself conspicuous for prying into the private affairs of noble 
lanilies, and ridiculous on account of his constant boasting about his 
intimacy with great people, who, as a matter of fact, he does not even 
inow by sight, has been threatened with a sowid horsewhipping by a 
‘rend of mine, the Earl of ——, whom he has scandalonsly maligned in 
his scurrilous paper. It would be a great boon to society if a few more of 
the same sort were treated in the same manner. 

It is with much regret I hear that Sir James Hannen is likely, in a

“MR. CHARLEY.” 


(EP NDER this plain and unpretending heading, the organ of the Tory 
y , party in Salford on Saturday replied to the many adverse newspaper 

~ eriticisms which have been made anent the recent election of Common- 
Serjeant of the city of London. We should have suspected that the 
article was penned by Mr. Charley himself, were it not for certain evidences 
of genius which it displays; but we are certainly under the impression 
that some portions of it have been inspired by him. Take the following 
part for instance :— 

“The remarks of the Daily Telegraph about Mr. Bourke refraining 
from a personal canvass are simply untrue. Mr. Bourke did personally 
canvass, and moreover had a standing committee which canvassed for 
him, at which he delivered addresses to the Common Councilmen who 
attended, a thing which Mr. Charley never did.”

Goon news for tipplers! For some time past Dr. Richardson and other 

eminent medical gentlemen have been making that numerous class feel 

somewhat uncomfortable over theircups. Drink, they said, is poison; and 

both disease and death must result from its habitual and extensive use, 

sooner or later. That was bad news—very bad—to many. Now, how- 

ever, Dr. Carpenter appears on the scene and tells us that, although 

intoxicating drink is decidedly an evil when partaken of too freely, to 

some men and under certain circumstances it is a real blessing. ‘ 80 
powerful a means for evil,” he said, ‘‘ may be used beneficially if used 

aright. There were conditions of the body in which it performed a duty 
more satisfactorily than any other stimulant. It seemed to preserve the 
body from decay, performing a vicarial duty, being sacrificed itself, and 
so saving the patient's life. In certain forms of disease, when the blood 
was rendered impure by the retention of those matters which should be 
excreted, if the retention had not been caused by alcohol, and great heat 
was developed in consequence of the combustion or oxidation of such 
matters, alcohol seems to take the place of those of the tissues which are 
oxidising ; it lessens temperature and saves the fabric from death. The 
therapeutic effects of alcohol, when exhibited in certain typical forms of 
fever, were most marked. There is a class of persons to whom alcohol 
may be useful even in comparative health. When the powers of life 
begin to decay, when the force of the heart is not enough to transmit the 
blood to the extremeties of the body, and the aged person feels the infla- 
ence of cold, the blood scarcely passes through the unfilled cutaneous 
capillaries. By dilating them and diminishing their tension, the heart is 
relieved and the functions of the skin and other organs are more effee- 
tually performed. So long as alcohol is taken only in such quantities 
that it becomes utilized at once in the equalisation of animal heat, no 
harm can result, but if there is more than sufficient to do this, and its 
specific action is produced on the blood itself, mischief sooner or later 
results.” It thus appears that doctors differ about drink as they do 
about everything else; and we guess that tipplers will continue to tipple 
as long as doctors disagree.
